Will Send Planes 


To Rescue Four 


Scientists 


Mo sco w, Feb. 14 (ZP)—The res­ 
cue ship Taimy r prepared to day 
to send two planes o f a 20-mile 
flight to bring back fo ur Russian 
scientists who hav e been drifting 
thro ugh Po lar Seas since last 
May . 
The Taimy r sent wo rd she had 
fo und ice suitable fo r a takeo ff 
and said her crew was lev eling 
the field and assembling the 
planes fo r the flight. Apparently 
plans to blast a channel thro ugh 
the ice-packed Greeland Sea to 
the flo e o n which the ex plo rers 
were camping had been aban­ 
do ned. 
The surface fo r the takeo ff was 
fo und within a quarter o f a mile 
o f the ship. A large plane and a 
smaller amphibian were unlo ad­ 
ed fo r assembly . 
At midnight the Taimy r re­ 
po rted she had been able to ad­ 
v ance o nly abo ut 1,000 feet all 
day Sunday . By 8 p. rn. last 
night she was mo tio nless, halted 
by the thick ice near the Green­ 
land co ast. 
The fo ur campers, under the 
leadership o f Iv an Papanin, were 
clearing a landing field fo r the 
Taimy r’s planes 
Saturday night and Sunday the 
rescue party and the campers 
signalled each o ther by search­ 
lights and flares. 
Near the flo e, the campers 
fo und a patch o f smo o th ice big 
eno ugh fo r the rescue planes to 
land o n. They repo rted it co uld 
be cleared in fo ur ho urs. 
Sto rms delay ed the icebreaker 
Nurman and piling ice imperilled 
the whaler Murmanets, while the 
icebreaker Yermak, fo urth rescue 
ship, still was in the Gulf o f Fin­ 
land. 
The Murmanets repo rted ice 
ten feet thick piling up aro und 
her as far as the crew co uld see.
